“It is stated that a majority in 
the Free State cabinet are in 
favor of a settlement on these 
lines and that intermediaries 
have made several journeys be- 
tween Dublin and London.”

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1898 Toronto 
was shocked by the news of the 
death of Sir Casimir Gzowski, 
one of the most picturesque fig- 
ures in our modern history. 

Son of a Polish officer in the 
Imperial Russian Guard, Gzowski 
took part in the uprising which 
freed Poland. 

Wounded, captured and senten- 
ced to death he escaped with 
exile, through influence at court, 
making his way first to England 
and then to the United States, 
where, he made a living as a civil 
| engineer in New York and Pitts- 


| burg. But he did not like “Am- 
erica’; he decided that he pre- 
| ferred the freedom under the 


British flag and so came to Can- 
ada, where luck was with him 
from the start. 

Lord Sydenham who was then 
governor general of the Province 
of Canada, in his youth had been 
a clerk in the office of his father, 
an English merchant at St. 
Petersburg, and had there been 
the recipient of many courtesies 
from the elder Gzowski, which he 
had no opportunity to repay until

—The movement of Passes 
from the dried-out areas of 
Alberta will begin by the 
end of this week, Hon. 
George Hoadley, Alberta 
minister of telephones and 
telegraphs, stated here 
Thursday when he passed 
| through on his way from 
Ottawa to Edmonton. 
| The families will be trans- 
ported to other districts 
mostly in the north where 
feed for their livestock is 
plentiful. 


After several weeks stay in Ot- 
tawa Mr. Hoadley late Wednesday 
concluded an agreement with the 
Dominion government by which 
the Dominion, the province and 
the railways will share in the 
cost of transporting these fami- 
lies. | 
About 405 families have already 
applied to be moved, Mr. Hoadley 
explained. Each family will be 
taken on passenger trains and pro- 
vided with two freight cars where 
two are needed, to move livestock 
and other belongings to the new 
,; home, Should applications warrant 
lit, special trains may be provided, 
| but until he reached Edmonton and 
had an opportunity to look over the 
situation he could not state defin- 
itely as to that possibility. 


BACK TO RANCHERS | 


The land left vacant in the south 
of the province by the movement of 
farmers northward will be taken 
over by the provincial government, 
| the minister explained, it will be 
leased to those farmers remaining 
‘for ranching. It is believed by this 
| process the land will provide live- 
|} lihood in the future for those 
smaller number of settlers who con- 
tinue in those districts. 


In 16 of the districts affected they 
have had complete crop failures for 
five years or over, in 17 others they 
have had complete crop failures for 
| two years or over. | 
| The movement of settlers from 
drought stricken arcas to the north 
‘has been going on for many years 
as a provincial undertaking. Up to 
| June, 1929, Alberta had moved 2,140 
\families and it has moved over 
1,000 families since then, 


AREA AFFECTED 
| The movement this fall in which} 
|the railways and the Dominion are 
joining the province will be mostly 
from north of th€ Big Red Deer 
river and east of the C.N.R.-Goose 
Lake line, chiefly in the constit- 
uencies of Coronation and Acadia. 
It is expected that with the pop- 
ulation in the afflicted areas re- 
duced and reverting to ranching 
instead of crops they may once 
again become. prosperous. The 
question of forestation will be 
considered for some sections. 
Further negotiations between Al-| 
berta and the Dominion will be/| © 
| necessary in regard to costs of pro- 
viding for families which remain 
‘in dried out districts, Mr. Hoadley 
| explained. 
| Alberta was able to submit to the 
Dominion definite data as to its 
requirements and, therefore, its 
| negotiations have advanced. They | 
will be continued as soon as the! 
provinces of Manitoba and Sask- 
j}atchewan have their estimates of|
